Tho latter was a 
handsome L'lonUe with bright blue, fascinat- 
ing eyes, golden hair arid a slender, stylish 
tiguro. Tiie g:rls were born in St. Johns, ?1. 
B. Two or three, years ago they came horo 
and secured situations at small salaries aa 
saleswomen In the storo of Jordan, Marsh & 
Co. 
jN'o ill word was over breathed against 


thorn. 


Some time after coming to Boston iliss 


Hart married a Boston man of respectable 
connections, whoso name- is not given. The 
marriage proved an unhappy 0:10 und. the 
couple separated, tbo wil'o returning to live 
with Miss Bigolow. Last fall they heard ol 
an opportunity to bettor their condition in 
New Yorl; and going there thuy got work at 
tho dry goods store or Simpson, Crawford 
& Simpson.
